A. P. Herrington & Son 
Agree to Purchase $50,000 
Worth of Fi. Fas —Mayor 
Favors Higher Tax Rate. 


Faced by the necessity of realizing 
a large sum at once to meet obliga- 
tions, under the city charter, council 
will convene at noon today in special 
session for the purpose of considering 
a resolution from the finance commit- 
tee authorizing the sale of tax fi. fas. 
against a number of property own- 
érs. The meeting was called Thurs- 
day morning about noon. It is pro- 
posed that the city sell some of the fi. 
fas. now on hand and in this way real- 
ize $50,000 in cash to be applied to 
the charter fund which must be in 
hand by Saturday. 

A. P. Herrington, of the firm of A. 
P. Herrington & Son, has agreed to 
purchase the fi. fas. The resolution 
calling for the sale that will be intro- 
duced specifies that the city shall not 
sell more than $50,000 worth of these 
papers. 

The sale is to be made outright, the 
city surrendering all title to the claims. 
The purchaser has agreed to pay dol- 
lar for dollar on every fi. fa. he buys, 
thus relieving the city, and at the same

How Sound Looks 


And“ Missing Link”

New York, December 28.—A machine 
that “shows how sound looks,” a re- 
stored “pithecanthropus erectus,” who 
roamed the eArth 500,000 years ago as 
the “missing link,” a discussion as to 
whether man has been on this continent 
125,000 years or 300,000 and many ad- 
dresses on modern economic and hu- 
manitarian subjects made up the in- 
terest at the various sessiéns of the 
American Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science here today. 

The sound machine was exhibited by 
Professor Dayton C. Miller, of the Case 
School of Applied Science, Cleveland. 
He explained that the instrument pho- 
toggaphs the vibrations of the human 
diaphragm governing the volume and 
cadences of the voice projects 
them, magnified 40,000 on a 
screen. 

Then Professor Miller spoke the 
word “war” into the machine and a 
confused irregular blot of light flash- 
ed upon the screen. Pronunciation of 
“peace” produced a mild glow delicate- 
ly outlined. A record of Caruso’s voice 
caused a broad, violently fluctuating 
line of light, while Tetrazini’s voice 
showed as a finely penciled dancing 
path of light. .

Would Keep Our Good Will. 

The situation was discussed by Mr.

They 
talked over in a wholly informal way 
the objections Carranza had to the pro- 
tocol as it was drafted and Mr. Ca- 
brera pointed out that Mr. Carranza 
recognized. the necessity of maintain- 
ing the good will of the United States.

Twelve months ago a refugee from 
Gay Paree was worth a front page fea- 
ture story with a full “layout,” even 
if an accident story or a-half-million- 
dollar fire had to be crowded off the 
page to make room for, the story. To- 
day it is different, refugee features 
have been worked overtime, and the 
ordinary story of this kind is not worth 
more than a couple of paragraphs. 

But this is not an ordinary refugee 
story, for Madame Marcelle Meriguet is 
an extraordinary sort of a refugee. 

On September 7, 1914, when the Ger- 
mans were stopped in their march on 
Paris, Madame Meriguet lost her hus- 
band, Louiz Meriguet, a captain in the 
infantry. He was killed while leading 
his men in a charge at the battle of 
Marne. The same night Madame Meri- 
guet was forced to flee with her little 
daughter from her country home, Sercy 
En Brie, a suburb of Paris. The Ger- 
mans were raining shells on this spot 
and the little French woman and.her 
child barely escaped with their lives. 

Then Madame enlisted in the Red 
Cross and went to the front to ‘‘do her 
bit” for La Belle France. She was de- 
tailed to a corps at the very front and 
for fourteen months served as a nurse. 

It was while in the Red Cross service 
that Madame Meriguet met Kiffin 
Rockwell, of Atlanta, who had joined 
the aviation corps of the allies. Rock- 
well, when he was first wounded, was 
sent to the hospital in which Madame

her personal care there for a week. 
Three months ago’ Madame Meriguet 
tired of life as a Red Cross nurse 
where she was unable to see her little 
daughter, and decided to take the child 


her and to come to the United States 
to join her mother, Mrs. Alleine Cous- 
ins, 286 Peachtree street, Atlanta. 

Christmas eve she arrived in Atlanta 
and is now with her mother on Peach- 
tree street. She contemplates opening 
a modiste shop in the city to earn a 
livelihood for herself and young daugh- 
ter. Madame is a graduate of Vobau- 
bin college, of Paris, and is a talented 
woman, 

“My poor country is fighting a val- 
lant fight and we will whip the kaiser 
yet,” she said when asked if she be- 
lieved the Germans were sincere in 
their peace offers. “We cannot believe 
they mean this. The Germans are cruel 
and savage. They want us to rest on 
our arms’ while they are playing for 
time. Then they expect to swoop dow D

years is held liable for service in the 
national guard in war time, without 
further act of congress, by war depart- 
ment regulations for the government 
of the guard issued under the national 
defense act. In a circular prepared 
nearly two months ago, but made pub- 
lic only today, the militia bureau di- 
rects that where a national guard regi- 
ment is called out for war service, a 
reserve training battalion to fill va- 
cancies at the front shall be organ- 
ized out of the national guard reserve 
and by voluntary enlistment. 

May Draft Others. 

“If for any reason,” the order con- 
tinues, “there shall not be enough pe- 
servists or enough voluntary enlist- 
ments to organize or to keep the re- 
serve battalions at prescribed strength, 
a sufficient number of the unorganized 
militia shall be drafted by the presi- 
dent to maintain such battalion or 
other lesser reserve unit at the pre- 
scribed strength.” 


unorganized militia is defined as in- 
cluding every able-bodied male citizen 
within the prescribed age limit or those 
who have declared their intention of 
becoming citizens, 

The national guard regulations, 
which will be amplified in great detail 
later, also strike at the problem of 
dependent families of soldiers which 
has cost the government several mil- 
liens of dollars already through the 
border mobilization. Recruiting offi- 
cers of the national guard are directed 
to discourage the enlistment of married 
men of those with others dependent 
upon them. Such persons are to be ac- 
cepted only for reasons in the public 
interest, men who wish to become offi- 
cers being the only Class specifically 
excepted. 

Must Take Oath. 

It is provided in the regulations that 
no officer of the guard hereafter shall 
be recognized as such under the de- 
fense act unless he shall have sub- 
scribed to an oath binding him to obey 
the orders of the president and of the 
governor of his state. Appointments 
will be made on recommendation to the 
secretary of. war from governors or the 
commanding officers of state or ter- 
ritorial units of the guard, and after 
proper physical and mental examina- 
tion by boards of officers. Promotions 
will be handled in the same way and 
any officer who fails in the examina- 
tion as to his professional ability can- 
not come up for re-examination within 
a year. 

After three years’ active service or 
when the organizations are disbanded, 
national guard officers may pass into 
the national guard reserve. 

The reserve is to remain an unor- 
ganized body in peace times except for 
temporary purposes. It will be com- 
pesed of men who have served three 
years in active organizations and 
whose enlistment contracts will require 
them to serve three more in the reserve 
unless they prefer active service. 

They will hold the same rank in the 
reserve that they held at the time of 
furlough from’ active service except 
that when drafted into the ftederal ser- 
vice they will report in the grade of 
private.

SMALL BOATS SHELLED | 


BY GERMAN SUBMARINE 


So Charges Admiralty in State- 
ment Concerning Sinking 
of Westminster. 


London, December 28.—The admiral- 
ty has given to the Associated Press 
the following statement concerning the 
sinking of the British steamer West- 
minster, which was reported lost on 
December 18: 

“The degree of savagery the Germans 
have attained in their submarine pol- 
icy appears to have reached a climax 
in the sinking of the Westminster, 
which was proceeding from Torre An- 
nunziata to Port Safd in ballast. On 
December 14, when 180 miles from the 
nearest land, the Westminster was at- 
tacked by a German submarine with- 
out warning and was struck by two 
torpedoes in quick succession, which 
killed four men. The Westminster 
sank in four minutes. 

“This ruthless disregard for the rules 
of international law was followed by 
a deliberate attempt to murder the sur- 
vivors. The officers and crew, while 
effecting their escape in boats, were 
shelled by the submarine at a range 
of 3,000 yards. The master and chief 
engineer were killed outright. Their 
boat was sunk. The second and third 
engineers were not picked up; it is 
presumed they were drowned. 

“The captain of the submarine must 
have satisfied himself of the effective- 
ness of his two torpedoes, yet he: pro- 
ceeded to carry out in cold blood an 
act of murder which could not possi- 
bly be justified by any urgency of war, 
and can only be regarded in the eyes 
of the world as a further proof of the 
degradation of German honor and 
morale.’’

Why Men Borrow. 

How the United States Steel corpora- 
tion has spent $5,500,000 on the “new 
science of humanity” in reducing the 
number of accidents 43.54 per cent and 
saving 14,976 men, was told by Charles 
L. Close, manager of the corporation's 
bureau of safety, sanitation and wel- 
fare work. 

In the psychological division of the 
convention was demonstrated an elec- 
tric apparatus for “judging impulses.” 
The inventor claimed that by its aid 
one can “tell what his patient will do 
next.” There was also shown a “magic 
mirror’ for “measuring mentalities.” 

Why men and women borrow was 
shown in a statement by Clark Wil- 
liams, president of the Industrial Fi- 
nance corporation “Morris plan.” He 
said 950 borrowed to repay “loan 
sharks” or to redeem pawns; 4,182 be- 
cause of illness or births; 399 because 
of deaths; 298 for weddings; 6568 for 
education; 2,622 for business expenses 
and 1,300 to pay mortgage interest, 
taxes and rent. The average weekly 
income of the patrons of the plan, he 
said, was $25 and the number of chil- 
dren supported by the borrowers was 
33,622. ‘ 

Child Plague Feared. 

In an address tonight on “Infantile 
Paralysis and the Public Health,” Dr. 
Simon Flexner, director of the Rocke- 
feller Institute for Medical Research, 
declared that he is “more or less fear- 
ful that infantile paralysis may be 
more widespread in the United States 
next summer, but there may be, per- 
haps, not so much of it in the eastern 
states.”’ 

Dr. Flexner asserted that it now is 
possible to say that the diseases is in- 
fectious and contagious, and is caused 
by a living micro-organism, 

““T believe that the disease is here to 
stay for a period,” he told the scien- 
tists. “It has never disappeared since 
its introduction here in 1906. -The in- 
dications are that the community thas 
suffers severely one year may escape 
the next.” 3 

“Prior to 1906," Dr. Flexner contin- 
ued, “this disease established an en- 
demic home in north Europe. In 1906 
something happened to change this. 
That year the disease migrated and 
came here, and at the same time ex- 
tended over European countries which 
had prior to that been free of it. It 
is the first time in the history of any 
disease that an epidemic has circum- 
navigated the globe. 

“One of the puzzles of this disease 
is that the term infantile paralysis is 
not correct It is a misnomer, because 
the disease can appear without any 
paralysis whatever resulting. Paraly- 
sis is merely an incident of the disease. 
During the recent epidemic more per- 
sons had it and were not paralyzed 
than had it and were paralyzed.”

“MONROE DOCTRINE 
NOT JEOPARDIZED 
BY PEACE LEAGUE” 


New York, December 28.—lIor_ the 
United States to join a league of na- 
tions to enforce world peace after the 
European war “would in no wise be 
jeopardizing the Monroe doctrine—cer- 
tainly not to any greater extent than it 
already has been jeopardized by some 
thirty-odd treaties,” was the view ex- 
pressed here tonight in a formal state- 
ment issued by the League to Enforce 
Peace, of which former President Taft 
is the head. 

“The fact is that since 1913,’ the 
statement says, “the United States has 
become a party to treaties with France, 
Great Britain, Russia, other European 
and South and Central American states, 
in which the oo contracting parties 
agree that all disputes between them, 
of every nature whatsoever, to the 
settlement of which previous apnbitra- 


ply in their terms, or are not applied 
in fact, shall, when diplomatic methods 
of adjustment have failed, be referred 
for investigation and report to an in- 
ternational commission, and ‘they agree 
not to declare war or begin hostilities 
during such investigation and before 
the report is submitted. The re- 
port shall be presented in the maximum 
period of one year.’ These treaties have 
still some time to run. 

“Plainly, therefore, the United States 
is already bound to submit disputes 
even involving the Monroe doctrine to 
a body which would meet the require- 
ments of the platform of the League to 
Enforce Peace.”

El Paso, Texas, December 28.—Villa 
has altered his attitude toward Amer- 
icans and other foreigners, in the opin- 
ion of his friends here today, who an- 
nounced they had appealed to him not 
to kill any more foreigners. The ap- 
peal was sent Villa during his occupa- 
tion of Chihuahuacity. The fact thatno 
foreigners were molested after Villa's 
occupation of Torreon was cited to 
show that Villa has heeded the appeal. 

The message to Villa informed him 
that the world was watching his 
movements and urged guarantees to 
non-combatants and the protection of 
foreign property. It was said by Villa 
partisans here that Torreon would be 
established as Villa’s provisional head- 
quarters.

PARENTAGE IS URGED 
AS LEGAL MARRIAGE 


Chicago, December 28.—Speakers at 
the opening session of the Illinois Wom- 
en’s Legislative Congress today con- 
demned the double moral standard for 
men and women, because of the injus- 
tice to women in dealing with cases of 
illegitimate children. 

“The women of Illinois will break 
the double moral standard for men and 
women into pieces with iron blows,” 
said Bishop Samuel Fallows. “There 
must be a great regeneration of mor- 
als on the part of man,before the dou- 
ble moral standard can be eliminated. 
We must remove the stain of dishon- 
or from the innocent ones who have 
been wrought.
